Many of the personnel under the Storage and Issue Section worked several hours 
each evening and a rull eight hour day on Saturday in an effort to rearrange 
certain s tock In the Ware house and to dispose of material turned over to Storage 
Issue 

b. The move of property from has resulted in quite a few 

readjustments, particularly where construction in the new Government-owned build- 
ing is in process. In order to make these readjustments, it was necessary to 
temporarily remove certain items of equipment from the Warehouse and to store 
the same on the lot. The type of equipment moved was not such that it would be 
damaged by temporary outside storage. 


c« Much of the equipment which General Wright saw on his inspection 
was equipment which has been stocked outsidesinceas far back as 19U3, This 
item was picked up on the inspection Generally speaking, the 

items consist of parts of a quonset hut, large generators, etc. The outside 
storage has been concurred in by Communications Division, 0S0, and eventually, 
after all readjustments have been made, it is hoped that the bulk of the equip- 
ment will be either shipped, disposed of as surplus, or removed to inside storage.
